The invasion of the Lowlands has 
shown’ that no government -has any 
excuse for being caught unprepared 
and: it will be certnin thnt every

Either Rumanian or Switzerland 
seem fated to. be next. on Hitler’s 
‘programmie,, Hungary and Bulgaria 
are apparantly safe; |‘ temporarily 
Sweden seems sccure because ~ her 
geographical position makes her, for 
the time being, more’ of an’ nssct ns 
n neutral than a belligerent to. the 
Germans. But if the Allies succeed 
in advancing in Norway or_threaten 
the German conquerors In Denmork 
by throwlng them back from Holland, 
Sweden would do well to take care.
